QUOTE: 1 . ON NOVEMBER 21 A U.S. DELEGATION OF GOVERNMENT 
AND INDUSTRY REPRESENTATIVES HEADED BY R.E. HARRINGTON OF THE 
US ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION AGENCY (EPA) SIGNED PROTOCOLS WITH 
THEIR SOVIET COUNTERPARTS THAT WILL ESTABLISH AND EXTEND 
PROGRAMS OF JOINT RESEARCH AND TECHNOLOGY EXCHANGE IN THE 
AREA OF AIR POLLUTION CONTROL. THESE ENVIRONMENTAL PROGRAMS 
WILL BE IMPLEMENTED UNDER THE US-USSR AGREEMENT ON COOPERATION

A MAJOR AIR POLLUTION PROBLEM. THE SOVIET PROCESS PERMITS 

A HIGHER YIELD OF COKE WITHOUT THE AIR POLLUTION COMMON TO 
PROCESSES CURRENTLY USED IN THE US. A FAVORABLE EVALUATION 
BY US EXPERTS COULD LEAD TO ACQUISITION OF THE PROCESS FOR USE 
BY US INDUSTRY. 

4. BOTH PROGRAMS PROVIDE FOR EXTENSIVE INFORMATION EXCHANGE 
AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF SEVERAL JOINT RESEARCH PROJECTS 
THAT COULD SIGNIFICANTLY BENEFIT AND REDUCE THE COST OF DE- 
VELOPMENT AIR POLLUTION CONTROL TECHNOLOGIES IN BOTH COUNTRIES.
